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Amtrak Takes 


Over; Many 


WASHINGTON <AP) — The 
Amtrak rail passenger system 
went into operation today, kill­ 
ing nearly half the nation’s rail­ 
road passenger trains in a gov­ 
ernment-backed 
effort to re­ 
store the others to economic 
health. 


Beginning at 12:01 a.m., the 
National 
Railroad 
Passenger 
Corporation assumed responsi­ 
bility for operating 182 passen­ 
ger trains and allowed the ,20 
participating railroads to drop 
178 others. 
The corporation was estab­ 
lished by Congress last year to 
establish and maintain a back­ 
bone 
national 
rail 
passenger 
system connecting the nation’s 
principal cities. This came in 
the face of mounting railroad 
requests to get rid of passenger 
trains being operated at losses 
running $200 million a year. 
Sporting a new red-white-and- 
blue insignia. Amtrak today be­ 
gan assembling the newest and 
best railroad 
passenger cars 
from its 20 member railroads 
for its 182 trains serving 314 
cities and towns on 20.600 miles 
of track on 21 basic routes. 
The 
ceremonial 
inaugural 
was held at 9:30 a.m. at Wash­ 
ington’s Union Station with de­ 
parture 
of 
the 
government- 
backed Metroliner for a three- 
hour run to New York. H it pas­ 
senger list included congress­ 
men, government officials and 
invited dignitaries. 
“ We ask your patience and 
forbearance,” 
Secretary 
of 
Transportation John A, Voipe 
said 
in 
prepared 
remarks, 
“while, 
with 
all 
practicable 
s p e e d , 
Amtrak 
restores 
rebuilds and revitalizes our rail 
passenger system.” 
O t h e r 
ceremonies

Los Angeles and Chicago. 
Across the nation, there were 
some fond goodbyes, some busi­ 
ness-as-usual as the changeover 
became effective.

Damaged By Bomb Expl 


SANTA CRUZ. Calif. (AP) - 
A pipe bomb damaged a wall 
and shattered windows today in 
a Bank of America branch and

It was the 35th assault 
in 15 months on the bank’s 
properties

wooden box was placed in the 
rear of the one-story stone and 
stucco building in the city’s 
West Side.

The blast also broke windows 
in four nearby houses and a

For 
the first time Fort Wayne ha» 
a Negro running for mayor. 
The world’s longest-surviving 
heart transplant patient, Louis 
B. Russell, is running for the 
city council in Indianapolis. So 
is a widely-known professional 
basketball player, the Indiana 
Pacers’ Roger Brown. 
'The capital city’s Richard G. 
Lugar, 
the 
only 
Republican 
mayor of a major American 
city, has no serious opposition 
for renomination. 
Indiana 
voters 
will 
choose 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
nominees for city offices 
in 


Tuesday’s 
primary 
election. 
Election day turnout is expect­ 
ed to vary from city to city de­ 
pending on the degree of inter­ 
est in a variety of local issues 
and personalities. 
The Gary race probably will 
attract the most nationwide at­ 
tention as Hatcher puts his ad­ 
ministration to the ballot test. 
First 
elected 
in 
1967, 
the 
bachelor 
attorney 
narrowly 
overcame the opposition of the 
Lake County Democratic m a­ 
chine which only became more 
embittered against him during 
his term of office. 
The county Democratic or­ 
ganization is tacitly supporting 
Lake County Coroner Alexan­ 
der S. Williams, a Negro physi­ 
cian. 
In nearby East Chicago, Dr. 
John Nicosia is stepping down 
after two terms. He has en­ 
dorsed city controller Robert 
Pas trick 
for the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
Ex mayor Walter Jeorse, de­ 
feated by Nicosia in 1.963 in a 
bid for a fourth term, seized the 
chance for a comeback and en­ 
tered the Democratic race. 
State Sen. William C. Christy 
is among five Democratic can­ 
didates trying to unseat incum­ 
bent Hammond Mayor Joseph 
Klen, trying for a second term. 
Three seek the GOP nomina­ 
tion and Hammond observers 
say the Republican candidate 
could have a chance for elec­ 


tion in November for the first 
time in 16 years. 
State Sen. John J. Frick is 
among 10 candidates seeking 
the Democratic nomination in 
South Bend, but the leading con­ 
tenders appear to be former 
city judge George E. Heren- 
deen and St.

Post time for the 97th run­ 
ning of the l 1*-mile, $250.000- 
added race was 5:30 p.m., 
EDT. Television coverage was 
scheduled from 5-6 p.m. and ra­ 
dio coverage: from 5:15-5:45 
p.m., both by CBS. 
The winning favorites in the 
25 previous Derbies were Cita­ 
tion in 1948; Hill Gail, 1952;

Citation, the greatest of Calu­ 
met Farm's seven Derby win­ 
ners, paid only $2.80, equalling 
the lowest Derby mutuel return 
set in 1943 when Count Fleet 
won. Citation, ridden by Eddie 
Arearo, was coupled in the bet­ 
ting with Coaltown, the second- 
place finisher. There was no 
place or show betting on the 
six-horse field.

RED CHINA COMMENT 


The current softening of the U.S. 
official attitude toward the Peoples Re­ 
public (Red China) draws some interest­ 
ing comment from Dr. Teh-Kuang Chang, 
associate professor of political science at 
Ball State. 
Dr. Chang believes the U.S. table tennis 
team was invited to Communist China for 
propaganda purposes, “They wanted to 
show Americans a different image,” he 
said. “This image is friendly and peace 
loving and its purpose is to get the United 
States to recognize Red China and pave 
the way for admission to the United Na­ 
tions on its own terms. 
“Communist China had nothing to lose 
by inviting the U.S. team,” Dr. Chang 
said, “because their team was certain to 
win. They would not have' invited a bas­ 
ketball or football team, for example.” 
In view of the many hostile words ex­ 
pressed concerning the U.S. by 
Red 
China’s leaders in recent years, the ab­ 
rupt friendliness represents a dramatic 
change of pace. There must be ulterior 
motive and it’s likely that Dr. Chang has 
revealed it. The Red Chinese hope to 
change their image and gain admittance 
to the U.N, 
The action also gives rise to speculation 
— if our attitude toward Red China is 
softening, will Red Cuba be next?

VIET VETS’ PROBLEMS 


In taking the glory out of war, which 
we should, care must be used that there 
be no minimizing of the sacrifices which 
the men in our armed services make — 
particularly those who suffer from the 
experience. 
Paul Glasby, 23, of Cannon Falls, 
Minn., was -wounded in Ashau Valley, 
Vietnam, back on May 23, 1969, and his 
leg had to be am putated. “Better a limb 
than mv life,” he told Editorial Research 
Reports as he was being fed intravenous­ 
ly in the Minneapolis Veterans Hospital. 
Glasby has had four different artificial 
limbs, but w hat’s left of his leg keeps on 
giving him trouble. He is not bitter. “I 
don’t think it will slow me up if I get 
a good prosthesis,” he said. A roofing 
specialist before he was drafted, Glasby 
now wants to go back and get a college 
education. The most difficult thing for 
him is to keep his spirits up. As another 
vet told Harper’s magazine, “If you let 
it get at you, you sink. So you get on 
with what you have left.” 
Glasby is but one of approximately 
298,000 
Americans 
who 
have 
been 
wounded in the Vietnam war. Some of 
these have come home with neuropsy­ 
chiatric problems. A full «third of the ad­ 
missions to the Veterans Administration 
hospitals each month fall in this cate­ 
gory. 
One out of every ten veterans wound­ 
ed in Vietnam was hit so badly he would 
have died in previous wars. The result is 
an increase in the num ber of seriously 
disabled now crowding the 166 separate 
institutions which form the Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration complex. 
No known process has yet been found 
to “decondition” a fighting man. Public 
rejection, however, makes a return to 
normality th at much more difficult for 
the wounded. Among the disabled, the 
unemployment rate is estimated to be 
higher than 25 per cent. “No one gives 
a damn that you were wounded in Viet­ 
nam ,” one vet complained. Disillusion­ 
ment soon turns to despair as the dis­ 
abled seek work and can’t find it. 
Dr. Bradley believes th at many of the 
wounded are so alienated th at they even 
refuse to adm it th at they were veterans. 
“If someone asks them about their miss­ 
ing limbs or their scars they claim they 
were involved in an automobile acci­ 
dent.” The result is th at many of the 
veterans are “turning off” — retreating 
within themselves because they are in­ 
capable of being psychologically or physi­ 
cally involved with the outer world. 
“This nation has special obligations 
and indebtedness to this group of Ameri­ 
cans,” Secretary of Labor James D. 
Hodgson has declared. There is little 
doubt, adds Dr. Bradley, th at these vet­ 
erans have “been treated more shabbily 
than any veterans in the history of our 
country.”

Beer in the barracks, what in 
the world are the armed forces 
coming to? It is not new. 
The “tot of rum’’ W® s ’issued 
to American sailors in the best 
Rritish tradition. Spruce beer 
was served to soldiers during 
the Revolution. Food was bad, 
often consisting of half-cooked 
spoiling meat and hard bread. 
Desease was rampant. The beer 
was found to be of some value 
for protection against scurvy. 
One historian informs us that 
the dwindling supply of beer 
was one of the reasons the 
Pilgrims on the Mayflower set­ 
tled 
in 
New 
England 
rather 
than traveling on to more suit­ 
able harbors. 
In case you feel a case of 
scurvy coming on. the following 
recipe for spruce beer is passed 
along from Revolutionary War 
times. Boil young tender sprigs 
of spruce 
or pine for three 
hours. Strain the mash into a 
wooden cask and add one quart 
of molasses for every six gal­ 
lons of liquid. It is advisable to 
let it age for at least two days. 
One British soldier reported it 
tasted a little like turpentine 
and smelled stronger than it 
tastes, but you can learn to 
like it. 
The Indiana University cam ­ 
pus in Indianapolis might be­ 
come more than just a seat of 
learning.
